Songs have been a part of social life 


and of tribal and national victory down 


through the centuries. The Children 


of Israel sang in thanksgiving and ‘tri- 


umph in times of deliverance, as across 
the Red Sea they united in rejoicing in 
escape from the bondage of Egypt and 
in praise for the miracle-working power 
of their God; and in Nehemiah’s day, 
when the walls of the city were dedi- 
cated upon their completion as the city 
of Jerusalem was in the process of res- 
_toration. The national anthem of every 
nation has become such for the spark it 
touched off in the hearts of the citizens. 
In times of challenge, as nation moves 
against nation in war, the songs of the 
land ring the louder and longer to 
stimulate and fortify loyalty to the cause, 
for the heart of man responds to song. 
The songs of peaceful pursuits and ac- 
tivities become a part of a people as they 
catch in the minds of responsive souls. 

What tune was sung by the angel 
chorus as they burst the bonds of in- 
visibility to appear that night of the 
nativity to the shepherds outside of Beth- 
lehem, we are not able now to know. 
But the words—some of them—were left 
on the Divine Record. ‘That message to 
shepherds purposely overshot the few 
men of Judah’s hills and has come 
through the vehicle of the Written 
Word and the church of Jesus Christ 
to the world of our day. 

To a world still reeling and stagger- 
ing from an earthwide war, with weap- 
ons it has made that now threaten to 
become a Frankenstein, the song of old 
is sweet music. ‘The might of the atom 
bomb has been manifested but twice, 
but the world is convinced more than 
ever that its most urgent need is peace. 
Strange, what two imagination-stretch- 
ing, devastating, super-destrictive bombs 
have done to international relations, the 
two being but a harbinger of more that 
could follow if and when a people could 
and would choose to use them. 

Certainly it cannot be that the roar 
over Hiroshima and Nagasaki will prove 
a greater anthem of peace than that the 
angelic chorus sang the night of Jesus’ 
birth. They are not pitched in the same 
key nor are their overtones akin. 

International conferences, commis-

sions, or unions for control of relations, 
however well intentioned, cannot bring 
a change to the-nature of man, who 
suffers conflict within, with himself, and 
others of his kind. Economic adjust- 
ments, social adjustments, national ad- 


_justments, however made and nurtured, 


so easily become maladjusted; so it is 
inevitable that the fear of new power let 
loose in the world is the cause of con- 
sternation and uneasiness. 

The heart of man needs the Prince 
of Peace within. Jesus alone could speak 
to the tempest on Galilee and the forces 
of nature obey. And He alone can 
harness the nature of man in his re- 
lations with his fellowman and _ the 
tempests of the earth be calmed—that 
war be no more. 

Shaking themselves after the bloody 
plunge into war is over, the nations are 
finding the readjustments not all too 
pleasant. Certain elements will not re- 
turn to their former status, others insist 
on more change, while still others would 
revert to former arrangements and dis- 
position. On earth, peace? 

Angels sang of it over Bethlehem— 
and they coupled it with the only com- 
panion with which it can flourish—good 
will toward men. As a chemical action 
works only according to the laws of na- 
ture—so much of one element with so 
much of another, and in the one com- 
bination only, is the compound formed 
—so peace and good will are the only 
combination which can bring to men 
the heaven on earth so widely desired. 
Our Christ alone is the giver—the great 
Chemist of earth must make anew the 
natures of men. 

Jesus’ coming as a babe in Bethlehem 
brought the song to a few who were of 
capacity to hear. As He comes into the 
lives of individuals, peace comes to the 
heart and life of the one in whom comes 
the Son of heaven to abide. That it hap- 
pens we know; to describe it is beyond 
our ability. The Apostle Paul was given 
the task of writing and explaining many 
of the things pertaining to the gospel 
of salvation. He describes the inner 
conflict of soul and spirit of a man, pre- 
scribes the remedy for the ills of the 
soul, and shows the way to the secret of 
victory in spiritual matters. He corrects 


improper practices of the church, and 
interprets the law in the light of grace. 
But when he comes to mention the 
eace of God, he writes: “the peace of 
God which passeth all understanding,” 
and adds that it “shall keep your hearts 
and minds through Jesus Christ” (Phil. 
4:7). This is not atom bomb-inspired 
peace; it is the peace of ‘God. It’s being 
too profound for the Apostle Paul to de- 
fine or describe, foolish would anyone 
be to assume to do so today. It is enough 
to know that individual peace can be 
had from the Lord Jesus Christ while | 
He rules the heart, and worldwide peace. 
will be only when He rules the world. 
Until that time comes songs of peace — 
are the privilege of the redeemed, and - 
peace on earth remains the theme of | 
anthems and the dream of men.—M.M. |

In this prophetic utterance of Isaiah’s 
regarding the birth of Christ, we have a 
most wonderful pic- 
ture of all our Saviour 
represents. When we 
- consider the full im- 
pact of these words, 
His glory overwhelms 
us. All of the care 
and burdens that a 
war-torn world can 
give to us should 
grow dim and vanish 
as we contemplate the 
at character of our Sav- 
jour. To the eye of an unbeliever 
Isaiah’s description of Christ may seem 
superfluous, but to the one who has 
‘come to know Him, the description is 
‘scarcely adequate to show the glory seen 
in Him. ee 
_ To the redeemed the night of Christ’s 
birth is the greatest night of all history. 
We wonder little that kings came to do 
Him honor at His birth. Nor is it sur- 
‘prising to us that the shepherds saw a 
‘great and shining star across the sky 
‘and stop over the lowly manger. It is not 
amazing to the Christian that Herod 
turned the country into a turmoil look- 
‘ing for this babe who was born in a 
stable. For did not Isaiah say, “His name 
‘shall be called wonderful’? He was 
wonderful in His birth, wonderful in 
His life, and even more wonderful in 
‘His death and resurrection. What other 
‘word would describe one who entered 
‘the world in a stable, and was hated 
from that day until His death by the 
‘tulers, nevertheless who became the 
greatest character and most powerful 
personality of all ages. What other name 
‘could we give one who died among 
‘thieves on a cross, yet has given life to 
‘millions, one who is the inspiration for 
‘the greatest of paintings, the best of all 
Imusic; and most of all, one who takes 
the sin from a soul and makes it a new 
‘creature. Even the word wonderful falls 
short of describing Jesus. He was 
‘tempted in all points like as we, yet He 
‘was without sin. Even His enemies said, 
“We find no fault in Him.” His life 
thas been under careful scrutiny for 
| early two thousand years, still all must 
confess He is spotless. His name is won- 
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derful because God’s plan of redemption 
hinges solely on Him. 


Paul, the apostle, cried out to the 
idol worshiping Gentiles, “There is one 
mediator between God and man, the 
man Christ Jesus.” He is wonderful be- 
cause He imparts life to men, who are 
“dead in trespasses and sins.” ‘The great- 
est restoration I ever saw comes to mind 
as I write. A poor drunken man came 
into Calvary Mission on San Francisco’s 
skid row one winter night. His breath 
reeked with the smell of cheap liquor 
as he staggered to a seat. Though he 
was a young man his face was so marked 
and wasted by sin that he looked old. 
Somehow. the words of the preacher 
reached his heart that night and he came 


forward to the altar as the invitation was 


given. As the man mumbled a drunken 
confession of his sins a great change 
came over him. In just a short time he 
was sobered, and as he stood to his feet 
he kept repeating the words “he is won- 
derful.”. We knew without explanation 
that the man didn’t mean the preacher 
or any other person. We knew he 
meant that Jesus was wonderful, for 
Jesus had saved his soul, restored his 
character, and given him hope. His 
name shall be called wonderful—He is 
wonderful. 


As the words of this divine declara- 
tion blazed forth from the lips of Isaiah, 
he didn’t stop with the one description, 
“His name shall be called wonderful.” 
But the Holy Spirit caused Isaiah to add 
to his word picture of Christ. Not only 
was His name to be called wonderful, 
but also Counselor, the Mighty God, 
the Everlasting Father, and the Prince 
of Peace. As we approach the day that 
the world celebrates as the birthday of 
Christ, more people are in need of coun- 
sel than ever before. The problems of 
mankind today are so complex that 
many are groping in darkness for a solu- 
tion, and none can be found. Nations 
with internal strife, labor and manage- 
ment miles from a solution of their 
problems, and thousands with their in- 
dividual sins and no human can help 
them. Who is more qualified to be coun- 
selor to all than our Lord Jesus Christ? 
He bore every sorrow, burden, and 


temptation that man will ever meet, and 
still He was without sin. 


Christ has been very fitly called 
the friend of the friendless, a friend 
who will never leave or forsake, a 
very present help in time of trou- 
ble.» All of these titles He has 
merited because He has proven Him- 
self a Divine counselor to needy men 
and women. Job said, “Man is born to 
trouble as the sparks fly upward.” Our 
sinful nature leads us to trouble, our 
fellowmen lead us to trouble, and, in- 
deed, we are of all men most miserable 
if we have no counselor. But, praise 
God, if, we but listen to the wisdom of 
Isaiah we have a counselor, who not 
only eases our mind of its burdens and 
cares, but also warms our hearts with a 
knowledge of sins forgiven. 


Dr. A. J. Gordon once met an old 
man selling papers on the street during 
a blizzard. He noticed that the old man 
had a-cheery look even though he was 
cold and poorly clad. His hands were 
nearly blue from holding the papers out 
in the storm. Mr. Gordon said to the 
old man, “How can you be so cheery 
when your clothes are so thin and you 
are so cold?” The old man answered, 
“I am happy because I belong to Jesus.” 
This old man had a friend and coun- 
selor, who made his cares and burdens 
light and gave him a hope beyond his 
circumstances. 

We only have to look at the records 
of Matthew, Mark, Luke, and John tell- 
ing of the wondrous works of Christ’ 
while He was on earth to know that He 
was verily the “mighty God.” His mir- 
acles, His life, and last and greatest of 
all, His death on the cross proclaim Him 
the mighty God. Only as such could 
He have borne the shame and agony of 
His last hours on earth in human form. 
As hell unleashed her fury upon Him, 
and His last drops of blood fell to the 
ground when He bowed His head and 
said, “It is finished,” the world knew 
that GOD had paid for man’s redemp- 
tion. Though He walked the length 
and breadth of Palestine in human form 
from the cradle to the grave, the char- 
acter and deeds He left are overshad- 


owed by the mighty God. 


As Isaiah continues with his words, 
he proclaims that Christ is the everlast- 
ing Father, the Prince of Peace. What 
joy comes to the believer as he realizes 
that Christ gives eternal life. Not only

“Where is he that is born king of the 
Jews? for we have seen his star in the 
east, and are come to worship him... . 
When they had heard the king, they de- 
parted; and lo, the star, which they 
saw in the east, went before them, till 
it came and stood over where the young 
child was.” (Matt. 2:2, 9.) 

Whether we be sinner or saint, if we 
wish to meet with Him Who is King 
of all, we must needs follow His star, 
the lovely word of promise given by the 
blessed Divine Trinity; we must needs 
follow it to its logical destination (since 
it all leads directly or indirectly to Him); 
we must follow it into identification of 
ourselves with Him Who is meek an 
lowly in heart, thereby to find rest unto 
our souls. 

Notice that the Wise Men were not 
diverted from their quest when told that 
their true route lay, not in the road to 

ower, but to the less important Beth- 
lehem. Nor were they in any wise de- 
terred by the humble surroundings in 
which they found the King, though, to 
be sure, the incongruity of those sur- 
roundings might well have proved dis- 
concerting. Note too, that in the begin- 
ning the Wise Men made one mistake. 
They had seen His star in the east, but 
they must either have taken their eyes 
off it, or else failed to tarry for its di- 
recting, and have followed their own 
‘judgment instead. 

For they went to the palace, but He 
was not there. They went to the city, 
the seat of ecclesiastical authority and 
power, of religious autocracy, but He 
was not there. And they did not find 
Him until they followed the guiding 
of His star. 

There are many, both sinners and 
saints, who have seen the glorious 
divine Truth shining, star-like, in the 
dark firmament of their lives, breaking 
through the clouds of their sin or their 
sorrow, but they have failed to arrive 
at the soul’s true destiny, failed to be- 
hold the materialization of the promise, 
simply because they have taken their 
eyes off the guiding word which would 
have led to His kingly feet, but, in- 
stead, have followed the dictates of their 
finite minds or the leading of their own 
foolish hearts in order to gain their ob- 
jective.

caused the prejudiced Jews to say of 
those uneducated followers that, “They 
had been with Jesus and learned of 
Him.” This Christ-life within His fol- 
lowers was the thing that convinced 
people of the first century of the reality 
of Christianity. May I say that the lack 
of the Christlikeness on the part of the 
confessed Christian world is the greatest 
hindrance the gospel is confronted with 
in world evangelization. Missionariés 
go in and gain the confidence of a peo- 
ple only to be followed many times by 
others of their race who exploit and 
plunder the populace of a simple people, 
who suppose that they are Christians, 
because they came from the “Christian” 
nation. 

The Jew might have been won to 
Jesus Christ in far greater numbers than 
has been the case if only those professing 


to be His followers had actually had the 


Christ they professed living in their 
hearts so that from their hands they 
would have received such treatment as 
Jesus himself offered them, when He 
said, “Father forgive them, they know 
not what they do.” 

Furthermore, the hope of glory means 
that we shall ultimately share in the 
consummate glory with which our glor- 
ious Lord shall be possessed as the re- 
sult of the grand act of redemption. . . . 
Oh! glory and honor be unto the worthy 
name of our precious Saviour! 

Be warned against putting your trust 
in false hope.

STUDIES IN DANIEL

STUDY XIII 
DANIEL’S LAST VISION AND PROPHECY: 


THE PROLOGUE 
CHAPTER 10 


In some respects the last prophecy of 
Daniel is the most remarkable in the 
book; in fact, the most remarkable in 
the Bible. So minute is the prophecy in 
many of its details that many readers of 
the Word have been led to insist that it 
is not to be regarded as prophecy at all; 
they say it must be regarded as history, 
and assert that it must have been writ- 
ten after the facts that we believe it 
prophetically records had taken place, 
and had become history. But the evi- 
dence that it is prophecy and not his- 
tory is too strong to be set aside. Why 
should any among us discredit the fact 
that God is able to make known to His 
prophets that which He foresees will 
take place? “Known unto God are all 
His works from the beginning of the 

world.” And He who knows what will 
take place, and is therefore able to re- 
veal it, can make it known in striking 
detail, as here. 


I. The Time in Which This Revelation was 
Made or This Vision Vouchsafed Unto the 
Prophet. 


Verse 1. It was “in the third year of 
Cyrus king of Persia,” the Cyrus of 
QeGhron.. 36:22, 23, the . Darius — of 
Daniel 9:1, Darius being an appellative. 
This Cyrus we have learned was the son 
of Ahasuerus and Esther. It was in the 
first year of his reign (see 9:1) that 
Daniel, after having earnestly sought 
the face of God, was favored with his 
marvelous revelation concerning the 
“Seventy Weeks.” 

Instead of reading, as in the King 
James Version, “the thing was true, and 
the time appointed was long,” we should 
read, as in the Revised Version, “the 
thing was true, even a great warfare.” 
Young renders it, “The thing is true, and 
the warfare is great.” The warfare was 
to last a long time. This is implied in 
the original text. Hence the rendering 
in the King James Version which sets 
forth this fact. ; 


Il. The Humiliation to Which Daniel Had Sub- 
jected Himself and By Means of Which He 
‘Was Prepared to Receive the Revelation. 


Verses 2, 3. He tells us he was 
mourning “three full weeks.” Weeks 
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of days in contrast with weeks of years. 
It was after Daniel had fasted and hum- 
bled himself that he had been favored 
with the marvelous vision of the “Sev- 
enty Heptads” of the preceding chapter. 
Doubtless he often thus fasted and pray- 
ed. Fasting has its advantages, and it 
is likely much more would be accom- 
plished if there were more fasting. Fast- 
ing for its own sake is of little value, 
but if bodily needs are ignored or for- 
gotten in the intensity of the effort to 
find out what the will of God is, it often 
has been, and can be, of great advant- 
age. Mark the fact that Daniel did not 
abstain from all food, but from all un- 
necessary food. He denied himself that 
he might give himself wholly to prayer; 
the needs of the natural man were 
crowded into the background, and were 
given as little thought as possible. It was 
an indication of the importance that 
Daniel attached to prayer. 

Ill. The Vision of the “Man Clothed in Linen.” 

Verses 4-6. This Man was doubtless 
none other than He who was subse- 
quently clothed in human flesh, that 
He, the God-man, might make an atone- 
ment for our sins, and become our Kins- 
man Redeemer. Mark these seven facts: 

1. He was clothed with linen. Linen 
symbolizes righteousness. See Rev. 
19:8. 

2. His loins were girded with fine 
gold of Uphaz. Gold symbolizes divin- 
ity or regal majesty. 

3. His body was like the beryl, or, 
as Rotherham renders it, “like Tarshish- 
stone.” In a footnote he says, “Prob.: 
topaz.” ‘The emerald is of a greenish 
hue, the topaz of a yellowish hue. Each 
is delicately and beautifully tinted, and 
both belong to the beryl family. Thus 
the beauty of the “Man clothed in linen” 
is set forth. He is “altogether lovely.” 

4. His face was as the appearance of 
lightning. Daniel is making use of 
words that describe what is often seen 
in the natural to describe what he be- 
held in the spiritual realm. 

5. His eyes were as lamps of fire, or, 
as torches of fire. So it is rendered in 
the Jewish Version, and by both Rother- 
ham and Gordon. 


6. His arms and His feet were like

7. The voice of His words was like 
the voice of a multitude.

Servicemen’s Work 


Some people have the feeling that 
servicemen’s work is over because Japan 
has surrendered and the fighting has 
ceased, but according to the expression 
of chaplains and officers, and according 
to the letters of hundreds of men them- 
selves, Reveille is needed now more 
than ever before. Military officials want 
thousands of copies to distribute to the 
troops stationed in Tokyo and through- 
out Japan. They realize that these men 
are going to confront problems never 
faced before. The enemy is going to 
tempt their souls with every subtle de- 
vice of sin and immorality. Thanks be 
to God for the opportunity of a min- 
istry in a time of war. The largest single 
shipment of Reveille ever made is now 
bound for Japan. From Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s Staff Chaplain of the Pacific 
Theater of Operations, with headquar- 
ters now located in Tokyo, we recently 
received an urgent request for 200,000 
copies, the largest single shipment ever 
ordered. 

At the General Council session that 
has just ended in Springfield the matter 
of carrying on the Servicemen’s Depart- 
ment was presented, and it was unani- 
mously decided that the Department 
should continue its ministry until such 
time as the Executive Presbytery may 
decide that the need no longer exists. 

During the past month I have been 
working among the liberated prisoners 
of war distributing portions of Gospels 
and Reveille. Many of these men have 
had their Bibles taken away from them. 
One of the boys invited me to have 
supper with him, and I noticed at the 
table how many of these young men re- 
turned for extra beers, which prior to 
their return to the States they have been 
without. Some of them were going out 
of the post buying other liquor and re- 
turning to share it with their buddies. 
Freedom from prison camps, yet Satan 
is gripping these boys with an appetite 
for alcohol. We must continue to throw 
out the life line and reach as many as 
we can. 

You ask, are any getting converted? 
Yes, we thank God we find hungry 
hearts seeking for help and the way of 
salvation. The WAR IS NOT OVER. 
The victory is not won! It will take the 
combined energy of every Christian at 
home mobilized into one mighty army 


to fight the powers of hell seeking to 
damn our nation. During the month 
our Field Representatives made 1,320 
camp and hospital visits. This ministry 
is financed only by free-will offerings; 
therefore, your support will determine 
how long we serve your men.

SUNDAY SCHOOL

Thoughts for the Thinking Teacher’s Timely Meditation 


1. “Sow an act and you reap a habit. 
Sow a habit and you reap a character.” 
Christian habits result from Christian 
instruction. Every recitation and every 
lesson affords the Christian teacher op- 
portunity to build Christian character. 
If pupils are not forming right habits 
of good attention, interest, proper be- 
havior, and politeness, they are inevit- 
ably, every time the teacher meets them, 
forming habits of inattention, heedless- 
ness, wrong behavior, and rudeness. 
Schools are habit factories, and a Bible 
class where pupils are permitted to be 
noisy, disobedient, discourteous, and 
irreverent may be doing its members 
more harm than good. Every act of life 
constitutes the base for the development 
of some habit, good or bad, and char- 
acter is nothing more than a bundle of 
habits. The teacher's opportunity and 
responsibility is to see that everything 
in the class tends to the formation of 
right instead of wrong habits in the 
pupils. 

2. Teaching is more easily and per- 
haps more adequately described than 
defined. The word “teach” comes from 
an Anglo-Saxon word, taecean, which 
meant “to show how to do.” Perhaps 
the best attempt at a definition of teach- 
ing is represented by the brief sentence, 
“To teach is to help to learn.” 

3. The two great means by which 
Jesus did His work were His miracles 
and His teaching. Of these, teaching 
was by far the more important. As Dr. 
Stalker says, “His miracles were only 
the bell tolled to bring the people to 
hear His words. They impressed those 
who might not yet be susceptible to the 
subtler influence, and brought them 
within its range.”

who is unprepared for his specific work 
is at a tremendous disadvantage, and 
his being at a disadvantage reflects dis- 
credit not only upon him but upon the 
cause for which he stands.

“Perhaps schools are the result not so 
much of good methods as of good teach- 
ers, teachers who are thoroughly pre- 
pared and well-grounded in the matter 
that they have to teach; who possess the 
intellectual and moral qualifications re- 
quired by their important office; who 
because they love Jesus Christ, cherish 
a pure and holy love for the youths con- 
fided to them.”

The Dangerous Teen-agers 

J. Edgar Hoover offered a dire pre- 
diction recently. Unless the most strin- 
gent measures are taken at once to com- 
bat the rise in juvenile delinquency, 

. the United States will face the biggest 
crime wave in its history—far bigger, in- 
deed, than that which raged during the 
prohibition era. 

The best place to spot potential post- 
war criminals is not among the men who 
fought the war, but in the ranks of 
young stay-at-homes. The big gangsters 
of the period after the last war—the Al 
Capones, Dutch Schultzes, John Dil- 
lingers, Alvin Karpises, Lepke, Buch- 
alters, and their followers, were not war 
veterans, nor are the known racketeers 
of today. In both periods the majority 
of criminals were delinquents which 
grew up in the war years. 

They begin at home. Trying to fix 
the blame for juvenile delinquency, 
Hoover assigned 62 reasons to cover all 
cases. Some were: unwholesome em- 
ployment, burlesque shows and salacious 
literature, understaffed juvenile courts 
and illequipped detention homes, the 
housing shortage, and poorly trained 
personnel in community governments. 
But the most important factors, Hoover 
believes, stem from the home: un- 
trained, indifferent, or neglectful par- 
ents, immorality in the home, poor 
home discipline, and failure to treat 
properly cases of maladjustment, lack 
of emotional control, and personality 
hazards. 


Love Your Enemies 

To the solitary inmate of the dank 
Japanese prison cell the message of 
Christ’s Sermon on the Mount came 
unmistakably clear: “Love your enemies, 
bless them that curse you, do good to 
them that hate you, and pray for them 
which despitefully use you, and perse- 
cute you.” The prisoner's eyes shone. 
God, he said later, had talked to him 
and he had understood as plainly as if 
some ordinary being had been in the 
cell talking with him. 
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Then and there an idea took root in 
the mind of 32-year-old Staff Set. Jacob 
Deshazer, an idea which the captured 
Doolittle Tokyo raider nursed through 
his 41-month confinement, his eventual 
liberation by parachutists, and his re- 
turn to the States. As soon as he could, 
he would go back to Japan as a mis- 
sionary. 

Deshazer declared he would launch 
a lifetime mission to help Christianize 
the people who were responsible for the 


- grim experience of his past three years: 


the people who had sentenced him and 
his crewmates to death (later commuted 
to life imprisonment), held him in soli- 
tary for months at a time and fed him a 
diet of rice, soup, and tea Chis weigt 
dropped from his normal 160 to 128.)
